THE SUFFERINGS OF THE IRISH. 


Mrs. Helen M. Gougar Tells What She Saw 
While Visiting Ireland. 
Mrs. Helen M. Gougar spoke last night in the 


‘Universalist Cburon at Englewood. Her sub- 


ject was the past, present, and future of Ire- 
land. Mrs. Gougar is not unknown to fame 
by her active interest in prohibition. Mrs. 
Gougar is a blonde. She is 35 4vears 
of age, of medium hight, and has 
a prepossessing air. Her audience last night 
consisted mostly of ladies. 

Mrs. Gougar began her address do asking 
ber audience to go with her on a trip through 
Ireland. She described her travels vividly. She 
portrayed the suffermg of the tenants, de- 
scribing their farme as consisting of ten acres 
of land, for which they paid an annual rental 
of $15 per acre. Their houses were without 
floors and their beds were made of heather 
gathered from the adjoining hiils. Thus it was 
that two and one-half millions of people lived 
thoir lives away, paying all their earoings for 
rent to landiords, who took the money from 
the country. The speaker described the con- 
stabuiary force „ og uniform, with 
sword and pistol, Jriving the emaciated fam- 
ilies from their bouses, burning the straw- 
thatched roof to make the miserabie cabin un- 
inbabitable. Sue pictured the abject serfdom 
of the people. ¢ 

Sue denied that the local disturbance in Ire- 
land was caused by a war of religions, but at- 
tributed it to the Orangemen, who were loyal 
servants of landlordism and were tools in the 
bands of the English Government. The speaker 
defended the priests of Ireland, and defined the 
duties which rested upon them, where they 
were not only spiritual advisers but ministered 
to the sick with such humbie means as came 
within their reach. The people of their parishes 
were so poor that not one priest in ten re- 
ceived enough to support bimseif and have 
anything to give to those who were in distress. 
The whole lecture was a vivid portrayal of the 
abject poverty which exists among the Irish 
tenantry.

STRANGLED AND ROBBED. 


THE HORRIBLE DEATH OF FARMER 
MUNO AT ROGERS PARK, » 


His Body Discovered Yesterday Morning in 
® Ditch Near His Home with Wounds 
on the Head and Finger-Marks on the 
Throat—The Assasin’s Work Well Done 
-A Missing Teamster Named John Ga- 
ble Suspected of the Atrocious Deed. 

Early yesterday morning Jobn Winandi and 
bis little son were walking along the road lead- 
ing to the Rogers Park Catholic church. The 
father was telling hu son the significance of 
Ail Saints” day and ‘why all good Catholics 
made ita holiday. Just after they hed crossed 
the Asbury road tne boy with a cry pointed to 
the body of a man lying outstretched upon his 
back at the side of the road. E'\s father took one 
look at the fallen man and then ran quickly to 
the house of Jacob Philip, whom he aroused 
and asked to come to his assistance. It was 
then 7 o'clock, and none but early cbhurch- 
goers were abroad, and few of these on that 
lonely road. Together the two men and the 
boy went back to where the man lay in the 
ditch, All of them recognizea their neighbor, 
Henry Mund., even though bis clothing was 
drawn up over bis face. It was evident 
that the man was dead, and while Winandi 
stood guard over his lifeless friend Pbilip 
went to tell the terrible pews at the dead 
man’s home. It was only a short distance 
away, and as Philip approached he saw one of 
Muno’s little boys coming out for wood to 
build the kuchen fire. “Is your fatner at 
home?” 

No,“ replied the boy; but I guess he is 
at Uncle John's. Ti go and get him.“ 

“You needn't,” returned Philip, for be is 
lying dead down bere in the ditch. Go tell 
your motber.”’ a 

There was no need to tell ber, for she beard 
the last sentence, and ran quickly to where 
her busband lay. It was her own band that 
Grew away the vest from the bruised and 
bloody face, and then—they carried ber back 
to the stricken home. 

There were no signs of a struggle about the 
place where Muno was found. Upon the walk 
along the road was a little pool ot blood and a 
crimson trail to the place where he lav. At 
the top of the bank the grass was covered 
with clotted blood, where the murderer had 
Strangied the last particle of hte out of the 
insensible man, pressing his knee upon his 
victim's blood-covered breast and ciutcbing 
him by the throat. Then the corpse bad roiled 
into the diteb, and, after rifling the pockets of 
what littie money there was in them, the mur- 
derer had pulled the vest up over the horribly- 
disfigured face.so ghastiy in the moonlight. 
Then he ran silentiy back along the lonely 
road, dropping as he went the sharp rock with 
which be had first struck Muno when be had 
come up behind him and surprised him into 


. turning bis face to the full shock of the blow. 


Sunday morning Muno ieft his wife at home 
while be went to church. He took with him $5 
with which to pay for a pair of reins pur- 
chased some time ago from a saddler living in 
Bowmaaovilie. le expected to meet the 
saddler at church. Whether be did or not is 
not yet known, After the service he returned 
home and was in and out during the afternoon. 
After supper he again went to chureh, which 
is down the Ridge road and distant à mile and 
a half from Muno's house. Coming back he 
stopped at Jager's saloon, which is a- little 
way north of the church. He spent no money, 
nor did he show any. Late in the evening 
only a few remained in the saloon. The next 
day was a holiday, and why should they not 
be happy? Jager and Mick Didier, seated on 
a table, sang merrily, and Jager treated the 
little company several times to beer. After 11 
o'clock be told the boys that be must close. up, 
and, treating once more, he asked them to go 
home. There were then only Muno, Didier. 
John Gable, and the two Jager brothers in the 
saloon. During the evening Gabie bad pur“ 
chased a flask of whisky, which he had piaced 
an . After the last drink Gable and 
Didier were the first to go. Mund took some 
time in lighting his pipe, and as he left asked 
who had gone pefore him. Upon being told 
that it was Gable and Didier, be said be would 
try and overtake them for the sake of com- 
pany. He was perfectly soper, and soon 
caught up with the Dboys, and together they 
walked along the road. At Santag’s 
cfossroad Gable left them and struck 
diagonally across some vacant lots toward the 
depot. When the two men reached Didier’s house 
Didier stopped at the gate and Muno went 
along the road alone. Soon he was stopped by 
Mike Smith, who lives next to Didier and who 
had been up the road to seo his sweetheart. 

Between 12 and 1 o'clock John Gable 
stumbled up the two flights of stairs leading 
up to the little room in Peter Philip’sa bouse 
occupied by himself and Joe There. Both 
men are drivers for Philip, who keeps a flour 
and feed store north of the depot. The house 
is just across the track and west of the depot. 
Joe There was in bed and Gable’s entrance 
woke him up. Gable crossed the room and 
threw bimself into a chair. Joe beard him 
feeling for the matches and called out to him 
to let chem alone, as he wanted to save the 
few left for use in the morning. Gable growled 
and went back down-stairs. Presently he re- 
turned ane, pulling off his heavy boots, put 
on a pair of light shoes. Then be felt among 
his clothes hanging along the wall, muttering 
to bimself. Joe sprang out of bed and again 
told him to let the matches alone. As he did 
so Gable slipped out the door and dowu- stairs, 
carrying most of bis clothes and his heavy 
boots with him. Joe There was too angry to 
follow him and crawled back to, bed and to 
sleep. 

Yesterday morning when Peter Philip 
opened his store he saw it had already been en- 
tered. His money-till was gone and the rear 
door was open. In the back yard the tracks 
of aman could plainly be seen in the loose 
sand. He bad pried open a small door into a 
grain-bin in the rear of the store. The door 
was too high for him to reach uuaided, so he 
had fetched a bundle of laths from a pile in 
the yard and rolled up an empty barrel. With 
these he could easily climb into the small door. 
His bloody knee left its mark upon tue sill. 
Once inside be went to the front of the store, 
where a little office is partitioned off. The 
door was safely locked. Prying open a narrow 
window with the same implement which had 
served to open the door, the man crowded 
through, leaving a bloody mark, and stepped 
upon a table within. Upon it was alamp, which 


+ was overturned and the kefosene spilled out. 


Upon the table are blood stains Which the 
keroseng oil preserved. The till was under a 
shelf at the window and contained only a 
small amount of ecbange, less than 81. An 
iron safe secured the rest. The till was 
wrencbed outéof its place and carried out of 
the building by a rear door ana taken to the 
railroad crossing. In the morning it was 
found smashed out of shape by the car-wheeis 
of a passing train. Before leaving the store 
the burglar bad braced his nerves with a 
drink from a flask of whisky. He left the 
flask in the store. The flask is similar to that 
sold to John Gable at Juger's sa oon. 

Saturday night Gabie sat in Philip's store 
atter working hours. Philip asked him what 
he wanted, and Gable asked for some money. 
Philip gave bim $2, taking it from the till. 
Gable was about town all Sunday. Philip 
owes him a little over $2. He has been work- 
ing for Philip about one month, and came 
from Germany in the ear spring. He is is 22 
or 23 years old. broad shouldered, and of medi- 
um bight. He bas a black mustache, and does 
not speak a word of Euglish. 

Henry Muno was a German farmer and bad 
a comfortable home and forty acres of ground. 
He raised vegetables for the market and nis 
eight children helped him in bis work. He 
had never had any trouble with any one, ex- 
cept some tenants who lived in a small house 
on a corner of the little farm. They did not 
pay the rent and Muno got out a warrant for 
their arrest. The matter was compromised by 
Muno paying the expense of moving the three 
men and their goods into Chieago. They are 
Andrew and Frank Riddle and their old father. 
There was no trouble when the men moved 
away. They are now livimg somewbere on 
Twenty-sixth street. 

A Coroner's jury was impaneled, but the 
inquest will not be heid until Friday morning. 
A bloody handkerchief and the stone with 
which Muno was struck were picked up 
on the road and are in the hands of the Coro- 


ner. 
The Killing of James Thornton. 

James Thornton of No. 575 South Jefferson 
street, who wag stabbed in the abdome: Sun- 
day night at the cornerof Wright and Jeffer- 
son streets, died at the County Hospital st 
11:20 o'clock a. m. yesterday. ames MoGratn,

A NOTORIOUS COUNTERFEITER CAUGHT. 


James Hindle Captured at Minneapolis for 
Passing Spurious Silver Dollars. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 1.—(Special. |— 
During the last mooth the city haa, been 
flooded with counterfeit silver dollars. The 
coin is so cleverly imitated that it bas been al- 
most impossible to detect the difference be- 
tween it and the genuine. The only difference 
is that it is a trifle lighter than the good dollar. 
The businese-men of the city have suffered 
greatly from these spurious dollars, but could 
find no way to detect the coin when passed 
over tneir counters as the ring of the 
counterfeit was perfect. Finally tne mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of 
the city detective force, and two detectives 
were put ou the case about two weeks ago. Last 
night they located the plant and arrested the 
chief man in the gang. One of the detectives 
this evening, after explaining the preliminary 
work, said: “About 9 o'clock last night our 
vigilance was rewarded. We saw our man 
driving siowly in on Hennepin avenue. We 
arrested him right opposit the West Hotel, 
and found over $2,000 of the spurious colin in 
the possession of the counterfeiter. He made 
no resistance. At the lockup he made up 
his mind that the ‘jig was up,’ and wrote a 
full confession of the whole business. He also 
agreed to take us to where the stuff was 
planted; At 12 o'clock we took a team and, 
with prisoner, started to find the plant. 
We found the stuff concealed ip a cave about 
one and a half miles from the St. Louis car- 
shops, up the Manitoba tracks, near Cedar 
Lake. The entrance to the cave was covered 
up by some old brush and leaves. I guarded 
the prisoners while my fellow. went 
into the cave and found tne 
stuff. There was in the neighborhood 
of $11,000 of the spurious dollars concealed iu 
that cave. We brought back what we could 

and will bring in the rest to 
The prisoner said the coin 
made by a large gang of counter- 
feiters with headquarters near Omaha. He 
says be bas worked nearly all the large towns 
in Iowa, leaving from $500 to $1,000 in each 
town. His plan was to stay about two weeks 
in each town which he could do withb- 
out detection, and work off as 
much of the stuff as he could 
in that time. The people would soon begin to 
discover the counterteit. Then he would pull 
out to a new field. 

The prisoner's name is James Hindle, alias 
McDonald, with several other aliases attached. 
He is a notorious counterfelter, safe blower, 
and all-around crook.

The 
scbeme also involves contracts with railroad 
companies tor through rates from the ranges 
to points of consumption in the East with the 
privilege ot unioading here. where Eastern buy- 
ers can purchase and reship to the East on the 
through instead of locul rates, the object be-

MADISON, Wis., Nov. 1.— [Special. Madison 
has never seen such a day in loca! politics as 
today. The most bitter fight ever waged in 
Wisconsin for an Assemblyman is going on 
here, and it is dignified to National importance 
by the conspicuous part that Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Vilas and his first-lieutenant and Attor- 
ney-General of the Post-Office Department, 
Col. E. E. Bryant, are taking in the matter.

SMUGGLING BY NAVAL OFFICERS, 


A Decision that Duty Must Be Paid on 
Certain Articles Brought from Abroad, 
WASHINGTON. D. C., Nov. L.—Judge McCue, 

Solicitor of the Treasury, has given an opinion 

to the Secretary in regard to the wines and 

other articles brought from abroad by the 
officers of the United States steamers’ Ports- 


wouth and Saratoga. He divides the articles 


in question into three classes, as follows: 

1. Certain wines purchased abroad by the 
caterer of the mess and in use for consumption 
aboard the vessel by members of the mess or 
their visitors. 

2. Certain articles, including wines, gloves, 
clothing, etc., imported for the use of persons 
other than the officers bringing the same. 

8. Other articles, including wines, gloves, 
clothing, etc., brought for the officers’ own use. 

In regard to the first class the Solicitor holds 
that, as the goods were not intended to be 
landed, they are not dutiabie if retained on 
shipboard for use. He says that an importa- 
tion is an arrival with an intent to unlade. 

In regard to the second class—viz.: the arti- 
cles brought by the officers for the use of 


other persons as gifts or otherwise—the Solic- 
itor says they are dutiable and that there is no 
diseretion in the customs officers or in the 
Secretary. of the Treasury to abate any portion 
of the duties prescribed by law. 

As to the third class—viz.: the articles 
brought by the officers for their own use—the 
Solfeitor says their liability to duty depends 
upon whether they are wearing apparel in 
actual use and personal effects, not mercban- 
dise. It they are be says they are free of duty. 
The courts have given a liberal construction 
as regards wearing apparel and personal ef- 
fects, and the Solicitor says that under recent 
decisions all the articles brought for the per- 
sonal use of the officers on sbipboard or in 

eir quarters on shore would be free of duty, 

conclusion the Solicitor says that he does 
not think that there are necessarily any penal- 
ties incurred by the naval officers, so that 
whatever is collected from them should be by 
way of duties on such of the goods as the Col- 
lector may decide to be dutiable.

LIBERTY LIGHTS HER TORCH. 
The Statue Illuminated with a Display of 
Fireworks—French Opinions. 

New York, Nov. 1.—{Special.|—The great 
statue of liberty was illuminated for the first 
time tonight, and the postponed part of the 
inaugural ceremonies was carried out with 
fireworks. A gun fired at Governor's Isiand 
was the signal for a shower of bombs which 
opened the pyrotechnic display, which was one 
compiete exhibitions ever

this pageant in the air. 
The effect of this cannonading of the sky was 
bewildermg in beauty. There were some- 
thing like 300 tugs gathered about the statue, 
several war ships, and numerous exctrsion 
steamers. For an hour they induiged in 
whistimg to a degree never before heard. The 
lighting of the statue was an unequivocal suc- 
cess. The torch bore eight lamps, which burned 
as one, with an aggregate power of 48,000 can- 
dies. Six other lamps of 6,000 candle power each, | 
with parabolic reflectors, were grouped about 
the base, throwing broad beams on the ped- 
estal and the tremendous bronze. Ot course 
the pedestal, both from being white and being 
nearer the source of illumination, was by far 
the most brilliant, but none the less did the 
figure stand out against the blackened sky 
clear, imposing,.and majestic. The only deep 
shadow wae on the bosom and throat, but 
this dia not-detract, but rather added. Face 
and coronet were specially distinct. The lifted 
arm, from the overwhelming brightness of the 
toroh it bore, was invisible from the elbow up, 
so the effect of the lamp from a distance was 
like that of a bovering star. Wonsidering that 
no experiments have been tried, and that to- 
night Liberty received ber first ray, the suc- 
cess is more than satisfactory.

Shameful Devices Resorted To by Prender- 
gast’s Supporters. 

The latest device of Judge Prendergast to 
boost himself into the County Judyeship again 
is probably the most injudicialof all. It is a 
plain attempt to influence votes through law- 
vers vracticing in bis court upon litigants who 
have, or are liable to have, cases before bim. 
The scheme of this judicial vote-getter is made 
apparent by the following, which was ad- 
dressed to a Republican voter, and contained a 
bunch of Judge Prendergast’s pasters:

The 
client who bas a case before him is not unlike- 
ly to feel when he gets euch a letter from his 
lawyer that a good deal may depend on bow he 
acts on the election of County Judge. 

It is in une with another effort at under- 
ground work for Prendergast which came to 
light yesterday, which goes still further to il- 
lustrate to what desperate straits those who 
are pushing Judge Prendergast’s candidacy 
are put. Afew days ago a certain Democrat 
asked a member of the Republican Cam- 
paign Committee for some of the past- 
ers of one of the Republican nom 
nees for a county office.

Oct. 31, 1886.—70 the Boardof Blection Commis- 
sioners—GENTLEMEN: The subject of split. 
mixed, or crooked tickets or ballots is trea of 
by law. I divide my answer to your inquiry into 
two parte—first, as to the split tickets them 
selves; second, es to the duty of the election 
judges. 

1. Every ticket purporting to be that which it 
is not an ven to a voter for the udulent 
— of procuring him to cast a vote not in- 
tended by him is not merely a dishonora- 
ble trick, but is also a crime. Every per- 
son who shall thus or any 
other way intentionally 228 any fraud 
upon any elector to induce to deposit his bal- 
lot as his vote when he did not intend so to vote 
is guilty ot a felony, punishable by not less than 
one nor more than five years in the penitentiary. 
Those who cause, advise, or direct the fraud are 
equally responsible with those who perpetrate it. 
This particularly refers to forged, counterfeit, or 
deceptive tickets; that is, a ticket framed, head- 
ed, printed, or prepared so as to deceive a voter 
into believing it is the ticket he desires, when, in 
fact, there may be on it one or more names of 
candidates whom he does not desire or intend to 
vote for. Thus, to illustrate: A ticket headed 
Regular Democratic Ticket” without the name 
of Mr. Schweisthal on it, or a ticket headed 
Regular Republican Ticket without the name 
of Mr. Davis printed thereon, ora ticket headed 
“Union Labor Party ket without the name 
of Mr. Stauber thergon, or a ticket headed 
“Cook County Labor League Ticket“ without 
the name of Mr. Dunphy thereon would fall un- 
der the prohibition of law. 

Headings not apt or liable to deceive voters 
may be usedon split tickets. Thus, any person 
or persons may without violating law if no other 
fraud be practiced, prepare and offer to voters 
tickets with such headings as Citizens’ Ticket 
or “ People's Ticket or “Independent Voters’ 
Ticket,” or with any other non-misledding head- 
ing, becausé such tickets are not at this time de- 
ceptive. So tickets without heading or descrip- 
tion of any kind may be prepared and offered. 
Indeed, scratched or split tickets are recognized 
by law. Sec. 80 of the act provides for the 
counting ot such. But the main point is that 
what are known as counterfeit or deceptive split 
tickets are fraudulent, and to prooure a voter to 
vote such contrary to his intention is a crime as 
before stated. 

2. The e of election must take from each 
voter and deposit the bailot he offers without 
any question or inquiry whatever as to its con- 
tents. Sofaras the judges of election are con- 
cerned it makes no difference whatever what 
the ticket is or what it is u, or how it is pre- 
pared, or whether itis straight, regular, crooked, 
split, pasted, scratched, or anything else. The 
question for them is, is the person offering to 
vote duly registered and qualified? If so, the 

— or ballot he offers must be taken by the 
u ges and deposited and counted as bis vote al- 
together irrespective of what it contains or what 
it does not contain. The judges have no right 
whatever to question the make-up of a ticket, 
and every name on every ballot deposited in the 
ballot-box must be regarded by the judges of 
election as the name intended by the voter, and 
80 canvassed and counted. The fraud, the 
crime, arising out of the deception practiced on 
the voter is a matter with which the judges of 
election have absolutely nothing to do. That is 
u mu. ter left by law with other officers. Whether 
the voter has been deceived or not is a matter 
with which the judges of election as such have 
nothing to do. They must take, deposit, and 
count as the ballotand vote of the voter that 
which he offers, irrespective of whether he has 
been deceived or not.

Posing as the Special Friend of the Cap- 
italists and of the Wageworkers. 

Mr. Jobn Mattocks, the candidate of the Har- 
rison-McDonald-Weeks-Van Pelt wing of the 
Democratic party, is a rather versatile ers 
gor. Eversince his nominaton be nas n 
negotiating with the railroad and street · ogr 
company officers, with the packers, and with 
the big manufacturers to secure their influ- 
ence to belp in his election, assuring them that 
if elected he will enforce the law, will sup- 
press strikes, and protect their property at 
ail hazards.

The Betting Two to One on All the Repub. 
lican Candidates Except Two. 

Not since the day of the last Presidential 
election was there such heavy betting in the 
poolrooms as there was last evening. In one 
room alone about $20,000 was wagered within 
two nours. Except for the offices of County 
Judge and Congressman for the Second Dis- 
trict the Republican candidates were strong 
favorits. Congressman Lawler and Judge 
Prendergast bad the preference over their op- 


ponents, but in almost every other instance 
the betting was at least two to oue in favor of 
the Republicans, Most of the betting on the

$100 to $55 and $100 to $60. Even money was 
bet that Davis would have 2,500 ma- 
jority. For the office of Sherif 
the pool-buyers seemed to concede 
that Matson had already won the race. The 
betting was almost all on what majority he 
would get. Even money that ne would 2 
5,000 more than Mattocks was the rule. 
few straight vets made were at odds of $100 to 
$25 on Matson against Mattocks, Dunpby was 
considered out of the race, bete being offered 
at even money that Butler would poll two 
votes for Dunphy's one. In one use $100 to 
$20 was bet that Stauber would get a larger 
vote than Dunphy. 
For the First Congressional District 
even money was offered .that Dunbam 
would have 2,000 majority. The straimbt bet- 
ting was $100 to $25 on Dunbam against Ter- 
hune, ahd in some cases $100 to $20 ana $100 
to $22, with very few buyers for the short end. 
Frank Lawier was favorit in the Second Dis- 
trict at odds of $100 to $40 over Woodman, 
There was no betting on the Third District, 
and bardiy any on the Fourth, Mason having a 
walkover and A s being deemed a certain 
winner. On the judicial ticket there was little 
betting. The odds was strongly in favor of 
the four Republican candidates for the Supe- 
rior Court bench, and as between individual 
candidates the odds were in favor of those 
who had been indorsed by the Socialists. Thus 
$100 to $70 was bet that Hawes and Anthony 
would poll more votes than Tuthill and 
Williamson, and that Jamieson and Alt- 
geld would poll more than Baker 
and Leam ing. ven money was offered 
that “rendergast would have 3.000 majority. 
Gilbert was tavorit at $100 to $50 and $100 to 
$40 over Doyle for Criminal Court Cierk, and no 
odds whatever could be got against Sennott 
for Clerk of the Probate Court. Seunott 
seemed the most popular man on the ticket 
with the exception of Matson, and about $1, 000 
was wagered that he would poll more votes 
than Matson.

Deceptive Tickets and Uatruthfal Circulars 
Sent Out for Him. 

George E. White’s desperate effort to elect 
himself Senator from the First District may 
get him into trouble. Last Saturday. he sent 
out tickets of the Republican, Democratic, 
United Labor, ana Labor League parties, all 
of which purported to be the regular tickets of 
those political organizations, but all contained 
White’s name as the candidate for Senator.

White nas also sent out a circular which 
purports to be an account of his stewardship 
while serving as a Senator at Springfield. It 
gives a list of thirty-seven bills which White 
is alleged to have introduced, and the infer- 
ence is attempted to be drawn that he was 
careful of the people's interest. Probabiy not 
more than a half-dozen of the measures were 
ever passed and it was wae or in- 
tended that a majority of @ them 
should never become laws.

Berwin, tue messenger, had 
gone out of the ante-room for a moment, and 
as be was returning through the corridor saw 
a man, who afterward proved to be Bieral, en- 
tering the room. Bieral threw open the 
folding doors and entered the Survey- 
or’s private ‘room. Mr. Beattie rose, 
and before he could turn Bieral cried, 
“Now, by G—, Tu teach vou!“ At the same 
moment he drew his revolver and fired. The 
ball passed through the fleshy part of Mr. 
Beattie’s left band and then struck the Sur- 
veyor in the hip. The Surveyor immediately 
ran into au adjoinmg room, Bierai followed 
and fired again, the shot burying itself in the 
side of a large desk, where it was afterward 
found. * 

Capt. Samuel Davis of the reveuue-cutter 
U. S. Grant entered at this moment, heard Mr. 
Beattie exclaim that he was shot, and assisted 
in closing: the doors, cutting off Berial’s es- 
cape in that direction. According to his own 
statement, made subsequentiy, Bieral then 
fired one shot at himself, which passed 
through the rim of his bat, A _ thira sbot 
was certainly fired, and it shattered the upper 
part of the window near the Surveyor’s seat. 
At that moment Auditor Biatenford and others 
rusbed in, belped the Surveyor to a sofa, and 
seat for surgeons, Dr. John T. Agnew and Dr. 
Buchanan being summoned. Biera! had rushed 
through Auditer Biatchford’s room into the 
corridor and out of the Hanover street door. 
W. 8. Wright, an employé in Bilatchford’s 
room, saw the man rush through the piace and 
at once gave chase, catching him at the corner 
of William street. Bieral warned Wright to 
jee go or he would shoot, Dut a policeman 

ame up at this juncture, arrested Bieral, and 
took him to the station. 

The Coroner impaneled ajury. The state- 
ment of the wounded man was taken and 
Bieral identified as the man who fired tne shot. 
Jam the one that done it.“ said Bieral. “I 
admit the shooting. He took the bread and 
butter out of my family’s mouth, and I did it."’ 
Bieral was then taken back to the police station. 

The — ball entered about two inches down- 
ward backward from the crest of the left 
ilium or left bipbone, and four inches upward 
and inward from the acetabulum or cavity of 
the hip-joint. The wound was probed to the 
bone, which was about one inch from the sur- 
tace. The bali was not found. If it should be 
found that the ball bas passed upward into the 
abdomen, the resuit will probably be fatal. If 
it has passed downward, bowever, Mr. Beattie 
will be able to get out within two weexs. No 
danger is feared trom the wound in the left 
band. Bieral was committed without. bail to 
awegit the result of Surveyor Beattie’s injuries. 

ral was born in Valparaiso in 1814, and 
came to this country when 14 years of age. 
When 25 years of age be enlisted in the frigate 
Columbia for a three-years’ cruise around the 
world, during which he assisted in burning 
three Chinese towns for firing on American 
ships.

An old feud between Joseph Ott, a German 
waiter, and Charies Babin, first chef of the 
Astor House, was revived tonight when the 
men met in the kitchen, whither Ott had gone 
to fill a guest’s order. After some words Ott 
drew a pistol and fired two shots at the chef. 

th bullets entered the side of the man, 
who feil to the floor. Ott, imagining be bad 
completed his work, fled from the building. 
He was dressed in bis clawhammer coat and in 
bis hasty flight went off hatiess. An hour lat- 
er, while the policé, who had been notified of 
bis act by a general alarm, were searching for 
him, a citizen found bis dead body in a cellar 
in Park place, two blocks away. He had sent 
u bullet through bis head and killed himseif 
instantly. Babin is shot in the right side, but 
the wounds are not looked upon as dangerous.

In the 
instcument Mrs. Stewart bequeaths $20,000 
per year during life to her brother, Charies P. : 
Clinch; to each of ber sisters, Adna. Emma, 
and Julia Clinch, she leaves an annuity of $10,- 
000 & year; to ber niece, Sarah N. Smith, she 
leaves $250,000; to Corgelia 8. Butler she 
‘leaves $200,000, and to each of her children, 
Lawrence and Charies Butier, $50,000; to Kate 


eA. Smith $200,000; to each of the remaining 
ebiidren of Sarah N. Smito—namely: Louisa, | 
Elia, Bessie, and James—$100,000; to each of 
the children of ber deceased sister Louise 
(formeriy the wife of Charles E. Butier)— 
namely: Rosalie, Helen, Virginia, Lillian, 
Maxwell, and Prescott—$50,000. Ali the rest of 
the estate, real and personal, she bequeatis to 
Charies J. Clinch, now of Paris, and Henry 
Hilton of this city. Noneof the legacies are 
to be payable until three years from the final 
probate of the will, nor any of the annuities 
until six months after such probate. The 
executors of the will are Charles J. Clinch and 
Henry Hilton, and the witnesses to the instru- 
ment are Henry E. Davies, James Henry 
Work, and Edward B. Aiiton.

SUNDAY’S MADISON-STREET FIRE. 


The Loss Foots Up $195,000, Partially Cov- 
ered by Insurance—The Victims. 

The insurance adjusters have not yet tully 
begun their work upon the Madison-street 
fire. C. W. Magill, the printer, will continue 
business at the old stand. He will probably 
have a 10 per cent loss upon stock and fixtures, 
valued at $7,000, upon Wien there is insur- 
ance to the amount of $4,000. Salisbury & 
Cline will be able to pursue the same course 
und were doing some business yesterday. 
Their loss is roughly estimated at about 15 per 
cent upon a valuation of $100,000, which in- 
cludes the property of the Boston Belting Com- 
pany of which they are agents, and the two con- 
cerns carry insurance to the amount of $96,000. 
The Goodyear Rubber Company have decided 
to remove for the present to No. 174 Madison 
street, the present Repubiican headquarters. 
They will put in a new stock at once, and the 
insurance companies have taken possession of 
the old material in the ruined buildimg. The 
loss is estimated at 60 per cent upon the own- 
ers’ valuation of $100,000. This is.secured by 
insurance to the amount of $64,000. Wiison & 
Co., the bookbinders on the top floor, will have 
almost a total loss upon a Valuation of $30,000, 
upon which there is insurance to the amount 
of $14,000. Their place is in the hands 


of the insurance companies. as well 
as that of Knight & Leonard, the 
printers, but neither of them has 80 


tar made any arrangements for a permanent 
removal. The-latter place a valuation of 8100. 
000 upon their stock and fixtures, and the dam- 
age is estimated at 80 per cent, which is cov- 
ered by oni $46,000 insurance. The loss on 
the buildimg will certainly reach $10,000, if 
it is properly repaired, and re isan insurance 
of $22,000.

Moving Freight—The Canadian Pacific 
Line Seeking a Direct Connection with 
the City of New York. 


At the recent meeting of the Central Traffic | 


Association. Commissioner Blanchard made a 
statement showing the business of the pool for 
the nine months ending Sept. 30, 1886, which 
is of considerabie interest. He showed that 
the Chicago dead-freight contract for the 
period named above included 1,315,302 tons 
(including Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis, 


and Chicago traffic for the month of Septem- 
ber, but not including any traffic via the Chi- 


cago & Atkutie Road), with $3,240,364 of earn- 
ings, on which the gross revenue balances were 


but $102,780, or but 3 per cent, and but 8 cents 
per tou upon the grosstonnage. Each | per 
cent of this traffic at the same ratio for twelve 
months is $43,608. There were 666,000 tons of 
dressed meats and live stock varried, with 
$2,286,316 of earnings, on which the gross 
revenue balances were but $94,787, being 434 
per cent of the money, or about 14 cents per 
ton. Each annual 1 per cent of this traſhe is 
$29,817 at the same montbly average. 

At St. Louis, in eignt months ending Sept. 
80. 1886, the dead-freight pool bad 175,526 
tons with $481,810 of revenue pooled. The 
gross balances were $40,084, being 8 per cent 
of the amount pooled, and about 23cents per 
ton on the whole tonnage. Each annual 1 per 
cent of this — is 7.227. At Indianapolis, 
in the same éight months, there were 153,898 
tons of dead freight, with gross revenues of 
$275,064, on which the balances were but 
$6,514, being 2 per cent of gross revenue, or 4 
cents per ton. Each annual 1 per cent in the 
same ratio is $4,126. At Cincinnati there were 

27,242 tons in the eight months, contributing 

gross revenue of $201,526 for division, 
with but $13,888 of gross balances, 
being but 6% per cent of the gross 
pooled money, or about 10 cents per ton. 
Each annual 1 per cent in the same ratio is 
$3,028. At Louisville for seven months to 
bept. 30, 1886, there was $99,234 dons, with 
$209,675 of revehue pooled, with gross money 
paiances of $10,691, being but 5 per cent of the 
gross revenue and about 11 cents per ton. 
Each annual 1 per cet iu tne same ratio is 
$3,594. At Peoria for the eight months end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1886 (including UNnois Midland 
traffic from Aug. 1, 1886), there were 138,420 
tons forwarded, contributing $326,311, and the 
gross money balances were but $6,526, or 2 per 
cent of the money and 5 cents on each ton. 
Bach annual 1 per cent in the same ratio is 
$5, 052. 

The approximated annual totals of all the 
dead-freigbt pools based on these figures, and 
including “Peoria local division, aggregate 
2.881.269 tous and $6,711,007 of gross reve 
nues, on which the final gross revenue 
balances paid and received between all 
the parties would be $262,898, an average 
cost of 9.12 cents per ton, and but 3.92 per cent 
of the total revenue. During these same 
periods the following tonnage has been di- 
verted: At Chicago, 40,390 tons, or 3.07 per 
cent of the total tonnage. At St. Louis, 2,172 
tons, or 1.24 per cent of tho total tonnage. At 
Indianapolis, 700 tons, or 0.45 per cent of the 
total tonnage. At Ciocinnati there bas been 
no diversions. At Louisville 152 tons were 
diverted, or 0.16 per ont of the total tonnage. 
At Peoria, 1,338 tons, or 0.97 per cent oi the 
total tonnage. The diversions aggregate but 
44,752 tons out of 2,003,622 tous of dead freight 
reported, or 2.23 per cent of the total.

The Canadian Pacific Negotiating for a Di- 
rect New York City Connection at Niag- 
ara Falls. 

A few weeks ago Bradsfrect’s furnished ad- 
vanced information of what appeared to be a 
plan on the part of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way to gain an entrance to New York City by 
means of the Housatonic, Lebanon Springs, 
Bennington & Rutland, and Vermont Central 
Railways, which are to form a new airline 
from New York City to Montreal. 

Information now comes from Canada to the 
effect that the directors of the Canadian Pa- 
cific are not likely to be satisfied with such 
a share of New York's trade as may 
be obtained over a line 


north some 450 miles to Montreal, inas- 
muen as within a few days another route 
to New York has been seriously discussed. As 
first reported, this consisted in an Offer to sell 
the Nor chern & Northwestern Railway of On- 
tario, which company also controls the Pacific 
Junction Link Line. The Northern & North- 
western extends from Port Dover, on the north 
shore of Lake Erie, almost due north via Ham- 
ton to Gravenburst, about 200 miles. An ex- 
tension (the Pacific Junction) 111 miies long to 
Caliender,.on the line of the Canadian Pacific 
(north of Lake Nipissing) was completed Jan. 
IJ. With the use of the Northern & Northwest 
ern and Pacific Junction systems the Canadian 
Pacific would be able to.secure a comparatively 
short and almost direct route to New York 
City via Suspension Briage, as may be seen by 
consulting arallway map. This route mere- 
over would have an advantage in point of dis- 
tance over the Central Vermont route, so far 
8s Ontario or transcontinental business witb 
New York is concerned, ot almost eighty miles. 

In expianation of the probable motive of the 
directors of the Northern & Northwestern in 
forming an alliance with the Canadian Pacific, 
we learn, from one generally well informed on 
railway matters in the Dominion, as follows: 

They (the directors of the Northern & North- 
western) went tothe Dominion Parliament last 
year and asked that the Canadian Pacific, which 
had been a beneficiary of the public to the tune 
of many million dollars, should be bound down 
not to charge more pro rata for carrying freight 
to the junction at Callender than to Montreal— 
that is, the Northern & Northwestern, Company 
and the people of Ontario. wanted a chance to 
compete for the Northwest business on equal 
terms with Montreal. The company, being anx- 
ious to secure as much of the traffic for the long 
haul as possible, opposed the application, and 
the Government took their view of the e. 
This practically put the Northern & Northwest 
ern Company in the power of the Canadian Pa- 
cine Railway so far as through business was con- 
cerned, 

The southern terminus of the Morthern & 
Northwestern Railway at Port Dover, on Lake 
Erie, would make & convenient point from 
which to ship mineralsand other freights by 
water to cities ia the United States lying op- 
posit. At present, however, the Northern & 
Northwestern Railway bas no direct connec- 
tion with the United States railways. It de- 
pends on the Canada Southern for the carriage 
of its traflic to and from Hagersville, a point 
about twenty miles from Suspension Bridge. 
But the Northern & Northwestern directors, 
at the last session of the Dominion Parliament. 
obtained a charter to construct a connecting 
link from a point on their line twelve miles 
south of Hamilton to the Niagara River. This 
privilege could, of course, be utiiized by the 
railway to the Canadian Pacific directors, who, 
by building the twenty or twenty-five miles 
required to give them the connection, could 
interchange traflic directly with the New York 
Central, the Erie. or the West Shore, 

It was @xpected that the Canadian Pacific 
Company would continue to divert all the traf- 
fic it canto Montreal, in order that it might 
get the long haul on its own rails, and also 
with the object of supplying cargoes to the

lines of fast steamers which, it is announced, "| 


will be plying on the Pacific and the Atiantic 
before next summer.” But it now looks as if 
the Canediao Pacific directors are not con- 
tented with that prospect, but covet a share 
of the trade of New York. 

It goes alniost without saying that, with the 
plan perfected, the Canadian Pacific will figcre 
in * 1 pool combinations more 
than has heretofore been thought likely, for 
it will turnish New York, Puhiladeipbia, 
and other Eastern seaports in tue 
States with another route to the Pa- 
cific, „ sborter,“ it is alleged, than 
any of those now existing by more than 160 
miles.”

sy the time this issue of Tun TRIBUNE 
reaches its readers the election will have al- 
ready commenced, but it will not be too late 
to say a last word to Republicans.

THE COUNTRY AT LARGE TODAY. 
With about half a dozen exceptions all 


State elections are now biennial and are 
held the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November. The remarkable fact about 
the State elections in progress today is the 
small amount of interest they excite. The 
joint debate of the Taylor brothers in Ten- 
nessee, the Rusk campaign in Wisconsin, 
and the electric presence of Mr. Blaine in 
Pennsylvania lifted the campaigns in those 
States into some prominence, but the result 
is not regarded as donbtful in either case. 
The Democrats are reasonably sure to carry 
the former, and the Republicans are certain 
to carry the two latter. It has been from the 
first only a question of majorities in either 
State. The campaign in Michigan has been 
somewhat enlivened by extraordinary efforts 
to poll a large third-party vote, the Prohibi- 
tionists. taking the place held for several 
years by the Greenbackers as the disturbing 
element. New York has no general elec- 
tion, except judicial, and all eyes are turned 
to New York City to see what the George 
craze will materialize, ' 

From 4 National point of view the interest 
centres in Congress, more particularly the 
House of Representatives. It is hardly 
within the range of the possible that the 
political complexion of the Senate should be 
changed by the Senatorial elections of next 
winter—Republican it is and Republican it 
will remain beyond a reasonable doubt, and 
that possibly but not probably by an in- 
creased majority. As the term of Senator 
Harrison of Indiana expires with this Con- 
gress the party will do well to hold its own. 
The present House stands 184 Democrats and 
141 Republicags. An unusually large number 
of the present inembers were elected by very 
small majorities two years ago, and a still 
more unusually large number of old members 
failed to be renominated.

Mason’s election in the Third is con- 
ceded, and both Morrison and Springer are 
having a hot time of it trying to hold their 
own, especially the former. The very best 
Congressional campaign of the year was that 
of Jehu Baker, and whether he lays his an- 
tagonist horizontal” or not, he has made a 
splendid fight and is deserving of high com- 
mendation.

and the Herald is the oddest. thing in 
politics. The Herald pretends to be op 
posed to some of the Republican and Demo

We can- 
not understand the support of Prendergast 
by that newepaper on any other theory than 
that it is due to the influence of astrong mind 
over a weak one, and that Prendergast being a 
master of the art of deglutition has swallowed 
and digested the editor of the News. The de- 
sire ot the News to be known as an influential 
factor in local politics is well understood, and 
the amazingly iow value it puts upon its own 
influence is everywhere appreciated. The ex- 
change of newspaper support for the prgmise of 
a few paltry places in the Election Commission 
would seem with most editors an unequal bar- 
gain, but it may de and probably is true in 
this instance that Prendergast is paymg a full 
price for the commodity be gets.

Cameron's Deceptive Circular. 

A. C. Cameron, a professional labor agita- 
tor of the Democratic variety, bas issued a 
circular from Springfield addressed to the

ets. The grounds of this urging are falsely 
stated by Cameron to be that the Republican 
State Committee bas acted unfairly in print- 
ing on a portion of the tickets the proposi- 
tion tor and “against” the constitutional 
amendment concerning the abolition of pris- 
on-labor contracts.

It was 
held back until the day before election so 
that its deceptive statements could not be 
contradicted by the Repubiican press before 
the bailots are in the voters’ hands. This 
was part of the conspiracy by means of 
which Cameron was induced to write the let- 
ter. It is as fraudulent in purpose at it is 
false in statement, and no Republican should 
be deceived dy it. 


Adopt the Election Law in Hyde Park, 
Lake View, Jefferson, and Cicero. 

There seews to be no doubt that the new 
Election law will be adopted today by the VII- 
lage of Hyde Park, the Towns of Lake View, 
Cicero, and Jefferson. While the voters in 
those places are about it they would do well to 
exert themselves to insure that the law shail 
be properly enforced and applied by officers in 
whom the people can trust. They can lend 
their assistance in this direction by voting for 
Loomis for County Judge and doing all in 
their power to defeat Prendergast, who is an 
enemy of the law and seeks to pervertit and 
who did his level best to have the new law 
declared invalid.

Neils Morris’ beef-loaders and laborers were 
waiting to see the outcome of the parley at 
Swift's, and when they beard the others re- 
fused to return they teft, but the beef-butch- 
ers here, numbering about 1,400, refused to 
accompany them. Not having any one to 
carry off the meat when cut the Morris bouse 
was soon full of it, and the butchers bad to 
stop work at noon in consequence. About 
1,600 or 1,700 men are out of work here at 
present. Armour’s men will not go out. They 
are well satisfied with their pay and the ten- 
hour system. 

A large number of the butchers met in. the 
new German:a Turner-Hall and left the strike 
entirely in the bands of the Executive Board. 
Members of the board could not tell the re- 
porter exactly what the strike was for nor 
what the men wanted. The majority 
of titem said the strikers bad given 
them no instructions and nothing 
would be done as yet. Three different 
reasons for the strike were given: That the 
men wanted Matthewson, the discharged man, 
reinstated: that the laborers wanted an in- 
crease of wages; and that aliof the employés 
of Swift and Morris wanted to work but eight 
boursaday. The second seemed the most 
probable yesterday. One of the members of 
the Executive Uommittee said, bowever, that 
the troubie was precipitated by the discharge 
Mr. Swift bad discovered 
that his Superintendent was in the wrong and 
would take the discharged man back. The

At 
Nels Morria’ it was also expected that the men 
would be at work at 7 o'clock this morning, Mr. 
Morris claimed his butchers, with whom he 
had a contract on ten-bour basis, would 
not have stopped work at all had there been 
room for the meat. This contract gave the 
men an advance according to their genera) 
Skill, but included only the bufcbers. It was 
confidently asserted that everything was satis- 
factoryewith all the men employed by the firm, 
excepting about tbirty, and that the business 
of slaughtering cattle would be resumed this 
morning as if nothing out of the ordinary had 
occurred, 

A packer said yesterday that be didn’t think 
the strike would last very long-—that all the 
men would return to work by Wednesday. 
There was no likelihood of the pork hands be- 
coming involved, as they were apparently sat- 
iefied to work ten hours. Another packer ex 
pressed similar views. 

Libby, McNeil! & Libby’s men, to the number 
of 200 or 300, bad a meeting Sunday afternoon, 
and yesterday demanded an increase in wages 
if the firm wished to return to the ten-bour 
basis. This was granted and the men vent to 
work. 

The strikers will probably not return to 
work today on account of the election. The 


majority of the men in the houses in the 


Stock-Yards worked all last night in order to 
get off today. 

It was suggested yesterday as one of the 
reasons for the walkout that the Butler men 
bad created the dissension in order to keep the 
men out today that they might work and vote 
for Butler.

The 
recent change of hours in the Chicago packing- 

houses has compelled Whittaker to wake the 
same change. This afternoon 550 men struck, 

and the mob has taken possession of the build- 

ings and stock. No one will be allowed to 

take their places, and it the trouble is not ad- 

justed the militia is the only recourse, The 

company and the authorities are powerless to 

protect the property.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1—The law tax- 
Ing oleomargarine went into operation to- 
day. Reports received by Commissioner 
Miller show that all classes of manufacturers 


and dealers, including the retail men. propose 
to meet the tax and continue in business. 


A Connecticht House Closed. 

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 1.—Easterbrook & 
Co. of this city, the only manufacturers of 
oleomargarine in Connecticut, have suspended, 
as they regard the Government tax as pro- 


hibitory. From eighty to 100 persons are 
thrown out of employment. 


The Law in Operation Elsewhere. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 1.—The new law im- 
posing a Government tax upon oleomargarine 
became operative today. Collector Fitzgerald 
says there has been numerous applications 
made by retail and wholesale dealers for 
licenses and stamps, but that it is too early yet 
to estimate how man dealers are in this rev- 
enue district.

Methods and Aims—What Animals Are 
Used, 


The Cincinnati Enquirer has the following 
account of cruel vivisection experiments in 
that city: Two enterprising students boarding 
on West Eighth street got hold of their land- 
lady's terrier (one of the most sensitive to 
pain of ali the canine race), and this is what 
they did; They tied its four legs toa square 
board, stretebing tne legs so that it could not 
writhe, but wer dia not anwsthetize. They 
made two cuts on each side of the sternum 
another across, then cut 
through the bone and took it right out. Next 
they cut the woole length of the abdomen, so 
as to Open the cavity, through which they 
could distinetly see the beating of the heart. 
Then the end of the heart was cut off. Through 
the opening thus made in the heart a silver 
tube was pushed up into the great artery, and 
warm water was injected into the heart until 
the blood was washed out, and the animal up- 
peared to be dead. The body then swelled up to 
four times its original bulk, after wbich 
an injection of nitrate of sliver was 
made. Wen released from the thongs 
which bound him, he poked bis head

A recent graduate of the Miami 
Medical Cotlege said: There are only 
about twelve or fifteen operavons performed 
before the classes, but very many more are 
performed in the physiological laboratory.

He would inoculate 
an gulmal wito a disease, and then give minute 
attention to watcbing che progress of that dis- 
ease through ite various , stages, I dave 
ben in his laboratory in Berlin, ano 
baye talked with nim upon the subject 
of Mis experiments. Every thing about the 
laboratory is perfectly arranged for the prose- 
cution of vivisectional experiments, and ina 
way 1 believe be is a Kind and humane man in 
bis treatment of bis subjects. You see, those 
German professors have an advantage over 
American doctors of medicine, in that they are 
supported by the Government and given im- 
mense laboratories in which to do the r work, 
Prot, Koch is nota practicing pbysician, as 
are all the professors in our American col- 
lege® I don't suppose be ever saw &@ patient in 
his te.

Potatoes are imported into this country for 
about six months in the year. Nearly every 
steamer coming into New York from Ireland, 
Scotland, England, Wales. and Germany brings 
potatoes, one steamer bringing recently not 
less than 32,000 sacks. German potatoes are 
said to be highly prized on account of their 
mealy qualities. The imported sell for about 
the same price in. New York as the native, but 
out bere in the West the question of freight 
prevents our osing them. In fact, the ques 
tion of freight prevents the East from using 
the Western product, and to this cause alone is 
due the importation of foreign potatoes. It 
coéts about the same to bring a sack of pota- 
toes from Albany to New York as it does to 
bring them in the bold of a steamer from Great 
Britain. The duty is 15 cents per bushel. in 
Beotiand they are worth about 50 cents a bar- 
rel, Wulle in New York they sell for about $2.25 
per barrel. Many thousands of barrels come 
from Nova Scotia and Prince Edward's Island 
into the Eastern markets.

Boston Herald: A gentleman,” said a friend 
of the writer, would like to see you. He 
wants to talk about navigating the air."’ 

“ Who is he?’ 

“His name is C. G. Loeber—it is a German 
name, evidentiy, He is an intelligent man, 
speaks English like a native-born American, 
has a good command of language. is a student, 
a thinker, a worker, and an enthusmst.“ 

“You Interest me. Is he not also a~—excuse 
me—something of a crank?’’ 

Not at all, but quite the reverse. He has 
studied aerostatios ina way of bis own, and 
bas made a veritable new departure in the 
science.” 

Has he a fiying-machine?” 

No: but I am é¢atisfied that he will have one 
before be ia two years older. He has discoy- 
ered properties or peculiarities of the altmos- 
phere of the earth which have heretofore been 
unknown to science, And, yet that does not 
express it, for these properties have been 
known in a way, Out his discovery bas givea 
to them a new significance. He has discov- 
ered a law of motion which will enable any 
one, With the proper appliances and the neces- 
sary amount of power, to mount the air toany 
desired aititude, as an individua! would mount 
a etairway, or a powerful locomotive climb a 
steep gradient.“ 

“That sounds like the modern Arabian 
Nisht's tale. But it is still interesting. Go 
on.“ 
es, I Will go on. He bas also discovered 
that air, through a bigbly tenudus substance, 
ie yet capable of wonderful things when prop- 
erly excited. That is to say, that it is a sub- 
Stance to be acted upon as, in a degree, earth 
and water are, though under varying conodi- 
tions. Forexample, be bas demonstrated that 
it will require almost as much power to come 
down to eurth with bis fiyme machine as it 
will to wount.“ 

„That is funny. What about gravitation?” 

„ That, of course, bas its effect, Dut. in the 
manner in whicb be deals with the atmosphere, 


the peou lar forces which he awakeus are of a 


nature to make gravitation almost a secondary 
factor in what be undertakes.” 

“But air is practically resistless to falling 
bodies or to things which have no support be- 
yond the friction or resistance of the air to 
their body. Of course I do not mean birds, 
whose metbods of locomouon fit them for the 
pavigation of the air.“ 

Air, in us normal condition, 8 unfelt as 
well es unseen. Disturb this condition, and 
you. develop its latent powers—that is, you 
develop in it the powers of its disturbance. 
What are the sounds we hear, of whatever 
nature, but the evidences of the disturbance 
in degree of the static condition of the at- 
mosphere? We do not feel any pressure 
upon our bodies of the atwosphere and there 
18 NONe—that is, noue to our percepuon. But 
let us try to pull the atmosphere asunder or 
apart and then note what a task we have 
undertaken. The pressure against even a 
partial vacuum is something enormous, and if 
caused to exist against large parallel surfaces 
would ioduce collapse, no matter bow strong 
the material of wbich the exhausted chamber 
was composed.“

“A new flymg- machine?“ 

“No: in the sense you mean. It is some- 
thing which is altogether new and a wide de- 
pariure from all previous efforts at navigating 
the air. As I bave already stated, be bas dis- 
covered a law that will enable him to navigate 
the aer asa boat whieb bas submarine capaci- 
ties can navigate the ocean, Will you under- 
stand me when I tell you that a boat poised in 
mid-air like a boat poised in mid-ocean (I 
mean under the surface) will require as much 
power to descend as to ascend? In other 
words, Mr. Loeber bas discovered a law which 
will enable bim by means of a given amount 
of power to asoend into the air as easily as— 
after be bas attained a given altitude—to 
descend.”’ 

„ What power will de use?" 

“Steam powen preferably. 

That wl require the carriage uot only of 
bolier and engine, but of fuel, like asteamer.”’ 

To be sure, and that is just what it will be 
—fA steamer, to steam through the air, that 
will carry itsown fuel, carry passengers and 
carry freut, as casily as if resting upon the 
water, flotation and propulsion being, after all. 
only a question of power properly applied. Or 
course, here will be this difference between 
flotation in air and in water—in ove the resist- 
ing or comparatively solid nature ot the ma- 
terlal on which the sbip rests requires no 
power for notation beyond the natural buoy- 
ancy of the material used and its construction; 
in the other it requires power to secure buoy- 
ancy, but the amount of power for propulsion 
is as NOLBing compared with that required for 
a sbip on the sea, so that what nature gives to 
the ship on the sea in the way of buoyancy it 
takes from it in the resistance of that compar- 
atively solid body, which requires power of 
wind or steam to overcome, In the air the 
greatest power required will be itor flotation. 
Propulsion can be made a simple and easy 
matter.“ 

But in the air, will not adverse currents of 
Wind cali for a great deal of power to over- 
come the resistance which they offer?” 

“Undoubtedly, if they must be resisted, 


‘which cau be done; but a knowledge of the 


laws of air currenta, and that they are ioeal in 
away, will enable the air navigator under Mr. 
Loeber’s system to surmount ratber than op- 
pose them if they are not propitious, It is 
known that storms and high winds are located 
near the surface of the earth, This being the 
case, all that the air vessel will haveto do. is 
to ascend above the storm and pursue its way 
in a comparatively still atmosphere, or with a 
favoring vurrent.”’ 

Tous imerested and instructed the writer 
made his way to the address given him, and 
found Mr. ber at bis workshop on A:bany 
Street, whom be found to be a good-sized, 
well-built pleasant-faced gentleman of about 
50 years Of age. From bim was learned some 
facts regardime un personal bistory. He is 4 
native of Germany, which country be left in 
1848, when quite young, and came to the Unit- 
ed States, Here, after a time, be began the 
studs of law, aud was in due course df time 
admitted to the bar in New York State, where 


he practiced as a lawyer or a number of years. 


He became interested in mines on the Pa- 
cifie coast, and moved to California several 
years ago. He first became interested in 
air navigation through an ecquaintance with 
Mr. Mariot of the San Francisco Aews Letter, 
and who was always on the eve of making a 
suceess of his fiyiug machine, but never quite 
succeeded. This was m 1870, but Mr. Loeber 
at firat did not take more than a friendly inter- 
est in what Mr. Mariot was doing. After a 
time he felt enougb interest in the subject to 
study its history and examine the principle on 
which all the efforts at navigating the air 
were based, Here he saw that practically no 
advance bad been made on the original metb- 
ods—a buge gas bag that would go upward, 
but was then at the mercy of every current of 
wind that biowed, and was tossed about 
like a Ship at sea with all sail set and 
no rudder to guide ber. He then asked bimselt 
ii there were not some provertties of the air 
that would enable a man, as well as a bird, to 
sustain bimself in the air, and, atter a pumber 
of experiments, bas become convinced that he 
has d écovered a law of motion that will make it 
as easy and as feasible to navigate the air as it 
now is to navigate the ocean, with this differ- 
ence, that, while navigating the sea is slow at 
best, air nav gation can be made very rapid. 
The work will be one simply of power to incite 
the lateut mecbavical properties of the air— 
and not of extreme power, either. Tais be 
emphasized, because of the prevaient notion 
that the atmosphere was a comparatively un- 
substantial thing, and that gravitation was sup- 
posed to be almost resgistiess in its operation on 
bodies suspended in it, unless great power wore 
exerted to oppose this force. 

Eight years ago be started, with the view to 
complete bis exveriments and construct bis 
air-sbip, bop to accomplish this work in 
about two years. But be has met with the 
usual amount of unexpected delays and me- 
chanical problems, the solution of which bas 
required time and money to overcome, ana 
still bie machine is not constructed. 80 far be 
bas eccomplisbed some wonderful devices 
inventions, ooly a limited numoer of died be 
bas shown to the writer, and these only on the 
understanding that they were not tobe de- 
scribed. One of these is a form of piston 
whiob, if patented, ougbt of itself to yield the 
inventor atortune; but, as be will not patent 
any of bis devices, it will not prob- 
ably come into general use, It is of & 
most ingenious; and yet extremely simple

this vessel would maintain its equilibrium 
in the air, he replied that it could uot 
be turned over except it encountered a tor 
nado, and it would be the province of the 
navigator in charge to avoid this and other 
forms of air disturbance as much as possible.

was forced through the tube and the tube 
lifted slowly up, when the disc of metal fol- 
towed it, adhering to the end of the tube the 
stronger as the current was increased in force. 
It would be useless for any one tory the ex- 
periment without knowing just how the tube 
Was equipped, which is a thing that it is not 
permitted the writer to describe, Now, it is on 
the discovery of the property of the atmos- 
poere, which is illustrated in this experiment, 
that Mr. Loeber bases, in a considerable part, 
bis system of air navigation, for it proves that 
air is highly resistent when rightly dealt with, 
and that a know edge of bow to deal with it is

No, not in their entirety: but I have many 
ol the parts made and have all the ac talle so 
carefully worked out that I could easily make 
an nlr-ship, as | would dave it, with the fullest 
confidence that it would do the work designed 
for it. This is no guesswork on my part, for I 
know it as weil as | know that a properly con- 
Structed steam-engine can be made to deliver 
the power communicated toit from a steam 
oller. or that water will run down bill, It is 
in such accord with a law of. nature which was 
unkvown before its discovery by me that it 
must as surely work as the expansion of vapor 
by beat, if properly atilizea.”’

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The Cloture to Be Pushed—The Liberal 
Conference ut Leeds — Great Hopes 
Therefrom—Very Radical Propositions— 
Irish Affairs—Chamberiain ia a Fist 
Fight—Gladstone’s Need of Income. 

London, Oct. 81.—{New York Sun.}—The 

conversion of the Tory party to Lord Randolph 
Churchill's opportunist policy proceeds apace. 
The change was marvelousiy accelerated by 
the Bradford conference, and has since been 
accentuated by the speeches of Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Sir Edward Clarke and the Rt.-Hon. W. H. 
Smith, Secretary for War. The new gospel of 
the Tory democracy, based upon thorougbly 


Radical ideas, was never more emphatically 


nor more distinctly preached than in Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke's address. Abandoning, even de- 
noubcmg, the time-bonored party principle 
that the strength of Toryism lies in passivity 
and inertia, Sir Edward declared that the new 
principle was Reform, which serves to avoid 
the revolution that destroys.” The phrase bas 
been caught up and acclaimed by the Com 
gervative press everywhere. Sir Edward also 
formulated another apothegm, that A griev- 
auce admitted and unredressed is the most 
treasonable thing under heaven,” which has 
been equally accepted as voicing the pure spirit 
of future Conservative acuon. 

So thoroughly rapid is the implied trans 
formation that a proposal is findmg general 
favor to rechristen the party. Private discus- 
sions were bad among the delegates at Brad- 
ford upon this point. At first it was nearly 
agreed to adopt the name of the National par- 
ty, but some objected to this lest they be 
dubbed * Nationalists,”’ a name abhorred on 
account of its association with Parnellism. 
The name Progressist was then suggested, 
and met with so much favor that it seems like 
ly to be finally adopted. 

Whatever discontent old Toryism may ſeel 
over the new birth is suppressed and does 
not make iteelf heard amid the, jubilation 
which bails the prospect of the party’s de- 
coming so reconstructed as to be responsive 
to the aspirations of the bulk of the nation, 
with reguitant security of pewer for a number 
of years, 

The first Government measure introduced 
when the next session opens will be the pro- 
posalto apply cioture [previous question] in 
its fullest sense. ; 

The Rt. Hon. Henry Chaplin, M. P., and cer- 
tain other Tories still maintain ostensibiy an 
opposition to clot but since jearning the 
determination of Government they show 
symptoms of abandonm resistance. Under 
private menaces that the Government, if de- 
feated, will referthe cloture question to the 
electorate, the Chaplin faction will surrender, 
ana the Conservatives and Unionists thus 
uniced upon cloture will bave the support of a 
number of Giadstonians and carry the meas- 
ure, even though the Parnellites prolong ob- 
struction, as they threaten to do, until a late 
period in the session. 

Meanwhile the Tory absorption of the lead- 
ing ideas of the Liberal program bas thrown 
the Liberals, in a party sense, further into 
confusion than ever. The Gladstonian press 
taunt the Conservative leaders with stealing 
Giadstone’s clothes, but the Conservatives 
merely reply that Lord Randolph Church ill was 
right when he denicd that progressive reforms 
are the exclusive property of the Libera! party. 
Liberals every where are recognizing the neces- 
sity of re-creating the party upon a distinctivo 
platform, and are looking hopefully forward to 
the conference at Leeds as promising the dawn 
of a new ear of Liberalism. It is doubtful that 
these expectations will be fulfilled. Mr. John 
Moriey and other Radical Liberals are 
convinced that a revival of the party will 
be possi only by thorough reconstruc 
tion. They. desire the leading pianks of 
the platform to be a root and branch 
reform of the House of Lords by aboli- 
tion of hereditary peerages, the disestabiist- 
ment of the church, and profound changes in 
the land laws. Mr. Gladstone, who thinks the 
time has not come for such changes, and that 
the country has not been properly prepared 
for them, will exert his influence toward pre- 
venting the confefence from going beyond a 
genera! declaration to contiuue the Gladston- 
jan policy at home and abroad. 

Sir William Harcourt, who goes to Leeds as 
acting leader of the Liberals under Mr. Glad- 
stone's consent, visits Hawarden Castle before- 
hand in order to receive instructions. Mr. 
Gladstone will advise him to prociaim no 
abatement of tue home-rule proposals, the 
réadiness of the party to support the Govern- 
ment in promised reforms if based on genuine 
Liberal principles, and its willingness to accept 
cloture if limited to the recommendations of 
the late Hartington Procedure Committee. 

It is probabie that Gladstone, responding to 
the requests of many delegates, Will intrust Sir 
WilliamMarcourt witb a written communication 
of bis views for the private information of the 
leaders. He is known to be incensed over tue 
Government's maneuvres to defer the Irish 
Local Government bill until 1888, and he will, 
therefore, recommend the conference to de- 
clare the supreme urgency of some measure of 
Irish government, and also that legislation in 

to land must necessarily be united with 
that affecting Irish government. 

However emphatically the conference may, 
in accord with these suggestions, insist upon 
the urgency of home- rule legislation, the Gov- 
ernment will take its own course, and the 
Giedstonian politicians will find it difficult to 
press home rule upon the House in the face of 
the Government's proposals, first, for reform of 
procedure; second, for legisiation on the Irish 
land question, with recognition of the same 
degree of such legislation for England and 
Scotland; and third, a sweeping local Govern- 
ment bill covering both Great Britain and Ire- 
land during the session of 1888. 

Should the conterence submit implicitly to 
Mr. Gladstone’s beheste and refrain from an 
outspoken deciaration of Radical principies, 
there is small chance of its advancing matters 
a single step toward party resurgence. 

The Tory press, in anticipation of there be- 
ing no formidabie outcome of the conterence, 
is already sneering at it asa futile endeavor to 
paton up the ragged garments of Liberalism. 
The Pall Mali Gazelte and other Gladstonian 

* papers discuss anxiously what should be done 
ts bring to an end the period of wandering in 
the desert to which the party seems doomed. 
They deplore the divergence of views, but tail 
to indicate ciearly how unity is to be restored. 

The National League Convention about to 
meet at Liverpool affords a marked contrast to 
the Leeds conference in definitness of aims 
and boldness of program” The leaguers know 
exactiy what they want, and in the clear 
est language they have declared their policr 
in a series of resolutions.

House. 


The Agitation in Ireland. 

London, Oct. 31.—(Speciai to New York 
Sun.}—The leading incident of the rent agita- 
tion in Ireland this week bas been Lord Lans- 
downe’s letter tacitly admitting the complete 
acourecy of the grounds on which Mr. Parnell’s 
Eviction bl was based. Lord Lansdowne's 
declaration that no system of State rents 
should exclude tenants from obtaining abate- 
mects under exceptional difficulties has already 
had a marked effect in rent settlements. His 
advice that tenants not benefited by the Land 
act of 1881 should obtain a reduction of 25 to 
85 percentum, while judicial rents should be 
abated 20 percentum, is adopted by a host of 
landiords, and with the submission of the lana- 


lords the prospects of contlaved peace and a 
revival of tenant prosperity rapidiy increase.

The National and other Liberal clubs are puz- 
zled as to what course they can take which 
would be acceptable to Mr. Gladstone in plac- 
ing him beyond the chance of financial embar- 
rassment. Friends who have been most inti- 
mate find Mr. Gladstone increasimgy|ly irritable. 
He has even quarreled with and dismissed bis 
physician and close friend, Sir Andrew Clarke. 
on the ground that the doctor domineered too 
much in insisting upon a certain course of hy- 
giene. 

Mr. Gladstone thinks the reunion of the Lib- 
eral party is not far distant, and refrains from 
taking a house in London, believing that the 
ofticial Downing street residence of the Pre 
mier will soon again be his. Very little of Mr. 
G ne’s furniture was removed from the 
Down street bouse when te last took his 
Geparture therefrom, the bulk of it baving 
deen stored in a large room, where it even how 
remains awaiting bis return to be distributed 
about the house. 

The disparaging utterances of Lord Charles 
Beresford concerning the efficiency ot the Brit- 
ish navy, added to the more recent remarks of 
the Duke of Cambridge upon the incom petency 
of the officers and the defects of the land 
forces, has bad a depressing cffect upon Brit- 
ish combativeness, while all the Continent, 
including littie Bulgaria, which wants to fight 
Russia, is bristiing with warlike demonstra- 
wons. The voices of English statesmen are 
wonderfully unantmaus for a peaceful setile- 
mentof the troubles, and there is a growing 
disposition among them to look even upon Rue 
sian occupation of Constantinople as not so 
very serious a matter after all. 

La Keponche, which is being published to 
keep ative Franco-German hatred, fs selling 
200,000 copies daily ip Paris alone, and soldiers 
trooping across the Piace de ia Concorde ex- 
press in song a desire to shed German biood, 
showing how littie Eugland has to fear a Fran- 
co-German alliance against ber continued oo 
oupauou of Egypt. 

A most prominent British official recentiy 
recalled from the East expressed to your vor- 
respondent his belief that if England much 
longer continues to grudge the men and money 
necessary to uphéld ber digaity in the East. 
Russian restrictions and the harassings issuing 
from Coostantinopile, which is soon to be the 
centre of the Russian Empire, would throw the 
traffic of the osphorus and the Black Sea into 
Russian bands and cause a financial loss to 
British commerce far greater than would be 
required to uphold Eugland's dignity and de- 
fend British interests. 

Austria would enthusiasticaliy codperate in 
checking Russia's advance, and Turkey, now 
rightly fearful of relying upon British sup 
port, and obiiged by fear to mask her hatred 
and pretend friendship for Russia, would 
giadly join in any energetic action against 
Russia, and invite British warships to pass 
through the Dardanelles. The indifference oi 
the German people to Kussia’s movements in 
the Balkans seems universal, and it is said 
upon the authority of Gen. von Schwenitz, 
German Ambassador to St. Petersburg, that 
Bismarck shares this indifference to the fullest 
extent. Russia's advance toward the south- 
east is emiled upon as a renewalof Russian 
power from Germany, and the idea prevaiis 
that the increase of Russian power in the 
southeast wil. eventualiy be compensated by 
an equivalent loss north. Thus it is thought 
that only a deep feeling of friendiiness toward 
Austria can induce Prince Bismarck to be any- 
thing bat perfectly neutral in the Eastern 
question, although M. Herbette, French Am- 
bassador to Germany, is indulging in polite 
assurances of diplomatic hypocrisy at Berlin. 


Foreign Notes. 

Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge has carned ais 
latest distinction by his decision, rendered 
Thursday, on the vexed question of the control 
of dogs in the street. Sir Hector Hay, Bart., 
was brought betore a police magistrate two 
weeks ago for allowing his dog to trot along at 
bis beels without string or muzzle. It was 
charged that his doz was not under proper 
control, and the Justice imposed a small fine. 
Sir Hector appealed, and it was in pussing upon 
that appeal that the Lord Chief-Justice brought 
himgelf once more most conspicuously before 
the British public. The question ot dogs is 
always «a burning one where civilization has 
reached the point of effeminacy. The Chief- 
Justice sustains the magistrate and defines the 
proper control of a doe to mean the effective 
control, and decides that effective control can 
be had only when the dog is led by a string or 
is muzzled. This puts an end to all freedom 
of dogs in the streets of London, and well-nigh 
makes them permanent prisoners. 

The expuision of the Sisters of Mercy from 
the found bospitais of Paris leaves the 
thousands of children who are sent there to 
grow up witbout any religious training what- 
soever. This action on the part of the civil 
authorities of Paris is said to be necessary in 
carrying out the secularization of all the pub- 
lic institudons. All the Sisters of Mercy who 
bave been acting as nurses in the Necker and 
the Enfant Jesus Hospitals were compelled to 
leave Thursday morning. At the Necker Hos- 
pital the sisters started immediately after day- 
break, walking silently in twos. Some of the 
more iufirm took vebicles that had been sent 
for them, but most of them walked to their 
principal convent in the Rue de Sévres, where 
they were met by groups of women and chil- 
dren, who gave them bunobes of flowers. 

The reports of the German inspectors of facto- 
ries, wLich have just been issued, show that the 
employés in most of the factories work eleven 
bours daily, pot reckoning overtime. With 
overtime the workmen in some districte, nota- 
bly Dusseldort, work from thirty-six to forty- 
eight bours at a stretch, though they are sup- 
posed to have liberty to leave after twenty- 
four working bours. The usual hours of a 
boilerman in Dusseldorf ure twelve, and often 
twenty-four hours. In Magdeburg artisans 
work tweive pours, in Hanover ten, and in 
Amsberg eleven. Cotton-spinners in Potsdam 
and Frankiort-on-the-Oder work tweive bours 
per day in winter and fourteen bours in sum- 
mer. The gteeiware and iron apprentices in 
Dusseldorf often work sixteen hours daily. In 
the Furth giassworks the men work six days 
unceasing!y except for a couple of hours, when 
they sleepon benches or on dirty straw sacks 
in corners of the workshops. The general im- 
pression from the reports is that there is much 
overwork, a bad arrangement of bours, with 
hideous sanitary conditiqnus.

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IRISH FOLK LORE. 


Interesting Stories from the Little Green 
Isie. 

A very great number of what are called 
forts, or reaths, are scattered over Ireland. 
They are simply small plateaus of about fifty 
feet square surmounting some slight eminence. 
An earthen breastwork fronts the plateau. 
Outside this there is a ditch some six feet deep 
which is banked up on its farther side. 
These forts are attributed by the people to 
the Danes. Why is inexplicabie, as the bie- 
toric mind of the uneducated Celt goee no 
farther back than the invasion of the “ Sas- 
senagh” or Saxon, which is still the Irish for 
Buglishman. No one will, as it is expressed. 
„look crooked’’ at a fort. A rabbit burrow in 
it may not be dug. A house must not be bulit 
near ii. Wo to the unwary! To stick a spade 
in ite limits, to straighten a boundary, or oon- 
tinue a plow reach gives him death as his por- 
tion. ö 
The Tabu,“ that hangs over the fort, is as 
old as the belief in Faerie Land. The Roman 
Catholic retigion professed by the majority of 
the people, and that of the English Church by 
the remainder, the national schools, the rail- 
roads, the telegraph, and the penny newspa- 
pers have swept away the vestiges of many a 
superstition, but all have recoiled, beaten from 
assaults upon the fort and its good peuple. 
Not long since there was a fort some twenty 
miles from the seaboard, and bard by was a 
prosperous hamlet. The fort was on a bill-top, 
and the hill was kept in pasture by the v 
lagers. The prices of cattle went down. The 
Villagers continued to till the bill. One was a 
dissentient. He wandered moodily one even- 
ing in the gloaming around the hill. He saw 
the “feteh” of his only child fleeing away 
before hin, and a sound of salut music was in 
his ears; he called, but vainly, 

For like a blast 

Away she past, 

And no man saw her more. 
He returned bome to find that in bis absence 
she died. The v-llagers tilled the hill. Il sea- 
sons came and sore sickness. Cattle died. Or 
the village one sees not a stone remaining, and 
many of the children of those who were born 
in Gurteen, and who are now in the States, still 
speak in balf-hushed tones of the awful ven- 
geance wreaked by the good people vf the 
bul, ' 
Iam neither the apologist. says the writer, a 
correspondent of the Courier-Journal, nor 
* Devil’s advocate” ‘of these superstitions. 
I merely relate them, and recount some ex- 
traordinary and intelieitous coincidences which 
befell synebronously with the invasion of their 
credited domain, and which, of course, have 
intensified popular faith in faerie power. 
For instance, some years ago, when, after 
the famine, the simoon of the iniquitous * Eu- 
cumbered states Court swept off the greater 
part of the Irish gentry and placed King 
Stork” instead of * King Log” over the peas- 
antry, one purchaser, a Yorkshire farmer, a 
kindly man (an exception to that class of pur 
chasers), bought a small estate in the Duno- 
more district of Galway County. He lived 
there on the best of terms with the peopla. A 
Mr. Roper had a fort on his land. He desired 
to cultivate where it lay. He directed his la- 
borers to work at it. They refused and left 
bis employment. He, as they were about 
leaving. and as they were remonstrating witn 
him, began to dig up the tabooed ground. 
It was in the spring of 1858, He was a strong 
man, in the prime of life, avcustomed to farm- 
ers’ toil. He went to bed, and passed away in 
sleep that night. What more would you have? 
That night lights bad danced around the fort, 
and the music of the irate ** good people was 
beara as if from caverns beneath the outraged 
territory. 
The Naunsbee's influence is fading. That 
weird washerwoman of snow-white garb, who, 
with resonant clapping of bands and wailing, 
remained nightly by the old dweliing when the 
death bour of one of its household was ap- 
proaching, was affected not at the sorrow to 
fall upon either the nouveau riche,” or the 
peasant. Her eerie notes of anguish were re. 
served for those old houses whose owners came, 
it was deemed, from a nobler stock, and in 
whose veins ran agentier blood. She clung to 
them, mindless of changes of fortune, und re. 
gardiess of differences of their religious fuiths. 
Still, though but few of her cherished ones 
remain, ber care of those survives. There is 
one family named Lynch (this does not mean 
the family of every Lynch), the mem- 
bers of which are educated and refined, 
who have had the advantage of foreign 
travel and good social status, who be 
lieve implicitly in ner visitations; ana among 
their dependents to doubt them were a crime. 
It is a dear old belief. In the Banshee-favored 
family it shows enduring pride in that long 
descent so laughed at by “The Grand Old 
Garaener and His Wife,” and the strong rev- 
erence for aristocratic claims which still im- 
pregnates the mind of the Celt in his native 
land. 
As to marriages among the crofters, they are 
generally celebrated during the tbree weeks 
preceding Lent. After the commencement of 
Lent the young girls are humorously pelted 
and sprinkied with salt at every market place 
to keep them for another ear.“ It ig a well- 
settled velief when the marriage takes place 
and it is always celebrated in a church— 
that if the [friends of the husband reach 
the bridegroom's house first be will sur. 
vive: ber, and if ber friends outstrip 
those of her husband she wil live the 
longer. The progress from the church to the 
house of the young couple is termed the 
“dragging-bome.”’ Swift horses are borrowed, 
half-drunken dare-devi. riders are selected to 
ride them, torches calied “sup-rocke”’ are 
kept lighted along wav. When the race 
begins the road is da rous for every one as 
weil as for the contestants in the strife for the 
prize of longevity. Carts, wagons, mule-drays, 
and every class of rural vebicle ~whiril along in 
mad career, aad many a fractured limb and 
lite-long injury attends on the madness of the 


race,

Interesting Facts, Useful When You Get 
Into an A t. 

Philadelphia Times: The largest theatre in 
the world is the new opera-house in Paris. It 
covers nearly three acres of ground; its cubic 
mass is 4,287,000 feet; it cost about 100,000,000 
franes. The largest suspension bridge is de- 
tween New York City and Brooklyn; the 
length of the main span is 1,596 feet six inches; 
the entire length of the bridge is 5,980 feet. 
The loftiest active volcano is Popocatapelt— 
“smoking mountain —thirty-dve miles south- 
west of Puebla, Mexico; it is 17,748 feet above 
the sea level and has a crater three miles in 
circumference and a thousand feet deep. The 
longest span of wire in the world is used for a 
telegraph in India over the River-Kistnah. It 
is more than 6.000 feet in length aud is 1,200 
feet high. The largest ship in the worlid is the 
Great Eastern. She is 680 feet long, 83 feet 
broad, and 60 feet deep, being 28,627 tons 
burden, 18,615 gross, and 13,344 net register. 

The greatest fortress, from a strategical 
point of view, is the famous stronghoid of 
Gibraltar. It occupies a rocky peninsular jut- 
ting out into the sea, about three miles long 
and thgee- quarters of a mile wide. One central 
rock rides toa hight of 1,435 feet above the 
sea level. Its northern face is almost perpen- 
dicular, while its east side is full of tremen- 
dous precipices, On the south it terminates in 
what is called Europa Point. The west side is 
less steep than the east, and between its base 
and the sea is the narrow, almest level span 
on which the Town of Gibraltar is built. The 
tortress is considered impregnabie to military 
assault. The regular garrison in time of peace 
numbers about 7,000. 

The biggest cavern is the Mammoth Cave in 
Edmonsecn County, Kentucky. It is near Green 
River, about six miles from Cave City, and 
twenty-eight from Bowling Green. The cave 
cousi.*s of a succession of regular chambers, 
some of which are large, situated on reot 
levels. dope or these are traversed by navi- 
gable bran ot the subterranean bcho 
River. Biind fig are found in its waters. 

The longest tum@melin the world is that of 
the St, Gotbara, om), line of railroad. 
tween Lucerne and 3 ie SUT : 
tunnel is 900 feet below the surface at Ander- 
matt, and 6.600 feet beneath the peak of 
Kasteiborn of the St. Gothard group. The tua- 
nel is 26% feet wide, and is 18 feet 10 inches 
from the floor to the crown of the arched roof. 
It is 9% miles long, 1% longer than the Mount 
Cenis tunnel. : 

The biggest trees in the world are the mam- 
moth trees of California. One ot a grové in 
Tulare County, according to measurements 
made by members of the State Geological Sur- 
vey, was showa to be 276 feet in hight, 10s 
feet in circumference at base, and 76 feet at a 
point twelve feet above ground. Some of the 
trees are 376 feet high and 34 teet in diameter. 
Some of the largest that have been felled md: 
cate an age of from 2,000 to 2,500 years. 

The largest library ie the Bibliotieque Na- 
tional in Par s, founded by Louis XIV. It con- 
tains 1,400,000 volumes, 300,000 pamphlets, 175,- 

000 manuscripts, 300,000 maps and. charts, and 
150,000 coins and medals. The collecnon of 
engravings exceeds 1,300,000, contained in 
some 10,000 volumes. The portraits number 
about 100,000. 

The largest desert is that of Sahara, a vast 
region of Northern Africa, extending from 
the Atlantic Ocean on the west to the Valley of 
the Nile on the east. The length from east to 
west is about 3,000 miles, its average breadth 
about 900 miles, its area about 2,000,000 square 
miles. ain talis in torrents in the Sahara at 
intervals of five, ten, and twenty years. In 
summer the heat during the day is excessive, 
but the nights are often cold. In winter the 
temperature is sometimes below freezing 
point, The greatest p: ramid is that of Cheops, 
one of the three p. ramids forming tne Mem- 
pbis group, situatea ona plateau about 137 
feet above the level of the highest rise in the 
Nile. Its dimensions have been reduced by 
the removal of the outer portions to furnish 
stone for the city of Cairo. Its masonary con- 
sisted originally of 89,028,000 cubie feet, and 
still amounts to 82,111,000 feet. The present 
vertical hight is 450 feet against 479 feet orig- 
inaily. The total weignt of the stone is esti- 
mated at 6,316,000 tons. The largest bell in 
the world is the great bell of Moscow, at the 
foot of the Kremiin. Its circumference at the 
bottom is nearly 68 feet and its hight more 
than 21 feet. In its stoutest part it is 23 inch- 
es thik and its weighthas been computed to 
be 443,772 pounds, It bas never been hung.
